Opposition challenges Tories 
to become Kyoto-constructive 


LESS CONFRONTATION WITH 
Ottawa and more cooperation with 
Alberta consumers and businesses 
could make the Kyoto accord work- 
able in this province, says MLA 
Debby Carlson. 

As the Alberta Liberal party’s 
Environment and Economic 
Development critic, Carlson said the 
provincial government has taken a 
short-term view on Kyoto that focus- 
es too much on the economy. 

“The economy is important and 
jobs are important, but quite frankly 
if I have to wear a respiratory mask 
to work, what good does that job do 
me?” 

The Alberta Liberal party sup- 
ports the Kyoto accord, she said, but 
added the province should be doing 
more to educate Albertans on how 
they can reduce fossil fuel consump- 
tion. Carlson believes most 
Albertans would be willing to make 
some lifestyle changes to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions. Walking 
to work twice per week, installing 
low-volume shower heads, turning 
down thermostats two degrees 
while away from home and 
installing energy efficient light bulbs 
are a few examples of changes 
ple could make. She thinks the gov- 
ernment should encourage this by 
showing Albertans how to reduce 
their energy consumption. 



















“Many businesses have already 
invested significant dollars to make 
their operations more energy effi- 
cient, and the government tax sys- 
tem should encourage more such 
research,” she said. 

The New Democratic Party has 
recently released a position paper 
outlining their support for Kyoto. 
But MLA Brian Mason still thinks 
there’s room for Canada to meet 
with participating nations and frame 
the agreement around a reasonable 
deal for Canadians while still meet- 
ing greenhouse gas reduction tar- 
gets. “It is a work in progress, and 
there are a whole series of ongoing 
negations that can take place,” he 
said. “It’s up to the federal govern- 
ment to get the best possible deal for 
Canada, while being environmental- 
ly responsible.” 

Mason believes most Albertans 
want to see a reduction in green- 
house gases, and are willing to make 
some changes to achieve this. “It’s 
obvious that things can’t go on as 
before. There have to be adjustments 
in the economy and adjustments i in 
the way we live if we're going to 
preserve this planet for our grand- 
children,” he said. “I think most peo- 
ple see that.”

mittee’s recommendation to legalize 
marijuana, Canadian Alliance leader 
Stephen Harper told the National 
Post last week that he’s more wor- 
ried about his kids becoming stoners 
than drunks.

But according to the US health 
department, pot and other drugs 
have been linked to 10,000 deaths 
south of the border 


@ Unlike alcohol, or caffeine for that 
matter, marijuana is not physically 
addictive. While “coming down” 
from pot might make you feel like 
your brain is a cinderblock, there are 
no withdraw! symptoms. However, 
pot can be psychologically addictive 
and therefore habit-forming. 


Wf you ever want to overdose on 
pot, smoke about 20,000 to 40,000 
joints at a Phish concert within 15 
minutes. With alcohol, some people 
need as little as 10 shots within an 
hour to die and ultimately ruin the 
frat party. 


@ Back in 1992, a federal study 
found that in Alberta, substance use 
wasted 1.6 billion dollars in produc- 
tivity, health care, and enforcement 
costs. Alcohol ($749 million) and 
tobacco ($728 million) accounted for

the majority of all costs. Illicit drugs, 
which include marijuana, accounted 
for much less ($135 million) of the 
total. 


@ The Canadian Centre on 
Substance Abuse reports that alcohol 
was a contributing factor in a third 
of homicides and assaults studied. 
This compared to Illicit drug use 
alone, which was a main factor in 
only seven per cent of homicides. 
Strictly drug-related crimes tended 
to be ones that furthered addiction, 
like shoplifting or theft.

The Hi- 
Phonigs sound is multicultural and 
definitely soulful.” 

The sizable lineup also means the 
group takes its time getting all the 
elements of a particular song to mea- 
sure up as desired. “[The time it 
takes to figure out a song] could be 
days, could take weeks, it varies. If 
we're really feeling a tune then we 
work it to death and put it out on 
display. On stage, even then our 
songs are like Bambi on ice; strug- 
gling to get on all fours, but after a 
little while we get the hang of it and 
it flows.” 

The Hi-Phonigs often receive 
praise for their live show, particular- 
ly Santiago's freestyle abilities, some 
of which are showcased on the CD. 
The lyric-writing portion of the 
process is hammered out by both 
Alleyne and Santiago. “Sometimes

the Low had established themselves 
as a must-see act on the then-flour- 
ishing Canadian indie scene. With 
songs that reflected the angst of their 
20-something audience, the band’s 
debut CD, Shakespeare My Butt, cap- 
tured the spirit and the desperation 
of the times. Unfortunately, after a 
few short years the Lowest of the 
Low fell apart following the release 
of their sophomore effort, 
Hallucigenia, in 1994. The split was 
bitter and reconciliation seemed a 
very remote possibility. 

However, in November of 2000 
the members found a way around 
their issues and began a reunion 
tour that has exceeded its originally 
intended lifespan. 

“We've done our reunion tour,” 
says Ron Hawkins, the band’s pri- 
mary songwriter. “Our manager 
keeps saying that the reunion is over 
and the renaissance has begun. 

The ori ee understanding 
amongst the band members was that 
the reunion would not be intended 
as an ongoing thing. In interview 
after interview they used the exam- 
ple of the Guess Who as to what 
they didn’t wish to become. 

“We didn’t want to be on a per- 
manent reunion tour playing old 
songs. It [was] only [supposed to] 
last a short period of time,” explains 
Hawkins. “About maybe three or 
four months ago we finally came out 
of our shells and admitted that we 
were gonna move forward and

Winspear unveils a masterpiece, the Ghetto 
Blasters dream large and a taste of Honey 


DAVIS CONCERT ORGAN 
INAUGURAL GALA 
September 14-15 

At the Winspear Centre 


A NEW BABY IS ABOUT TO BE 
born, and what a baby it is! The con- 
struction of the Francis Winspear 
Centre for Music is now complete. 
After several years of planning, fund 
raising and two full years of con- 
struction, there will finally be a long- 
awaited new addition to the musical 
environment of our city. On 
September 14th and 15th the inau- 
gural performances of the largest 
concert pipe organ in the country 
will take place. 

The specifications of this newest 
addition to the “King of Musical 
Instruments” are impressive. The 
instrument has 6,551 pipes — the 
largest being 32 feet in height and 
the smallest measuring the size of 
one’s thumb-nail! There are four 
manual keyboards as well as one 
played with the feet, 96 stops (knobs 
manipulated for creating the numer- 
ous combinations of sounds that can 
be produced) and 122 ranks (these 
are complete sets of pipes of the 
same type; i.e. Montre, Bourdon, 
Diapason, etc.). With over 4800 pos- 
sible stop combinations, the number 
of different sounds which can be 
produced on the instrument simply 
boggles the mind. 

The Gala Concert on Saturday, 
September 14 will feature music for 
solo organ and for organ with choir, 

brass and orchestra. The Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra will close the 
evening with a performance of the 
popular organ Symphony No. 3 by 
Camille Saint-Saéns. 

On Sunday, September 15, British 
organ virtuoso ‘Chkistophes Herrick 
will ‘open’ the organ in a concert 
recital as part of the Sundays at 3 
Organ Recital Series. His widely var- 
ied program will afford the opportu- 
nity to display the organ’s capabili- 
ties in many different musical con- 
texts — not only stylistically, but also 
instrumentally. Included among the 
several works composed for organ 
there will also be transcriptions of 
orchestral and other instrumental 
works which will display only a 
small fraction of the vast variety of 
timbres possible on the instrument. 

In addition to this preliminary 
weekend debuting the new instru- 
ment, the ESO will be featuring the 
Davis Organ in the opening concerts 
of each of the orchestra’s concert 
series during the upcoming season.

For the purposes of the tour 
(which will deposit her at the Black 
Dog this Saturday afternoon), 
Honey and tour mate John Guliak 
will share the latter's band, the 
Lougan Brothers. The two will 
switch on and off, coming together 
for a couple of songs at the end, just 
like a traveling version of the 
Motown revue. It’s an opportunity 
for Honey to venture into territory 
outside of the usual Cloverhoney 
sound. “T’m a big fan of old-timey 
country music. Like really old time: 
Roy Acuff and Jimmy Rodgers, stuff 
like that. But it’s not just country. 
There’s a heavy-metal song on here 
and one kinda jazzy song. It’s like a 
challenge I have with myself, where 
I wanna be able to play any genre of 
music. I’m as much of a metal fan as 
Tama country fan.”

“T played in rock bands up until I 
was 30-years old, but I made a com- 
mitment that If I didn’t have a 
record I would take a break for 
awhile, and I did. But, when I went 
back at it I went back at it in the 
direction I wanted to.” 

Judging by the exuberance in his 
voice, it’s pretty clear that Jimmy’s 
more than comfortable with the 
decision he’s made. And this Friday 
marks the release party of Radio 
Universe, the new CD by the Ghetto 
Blasters crew (which also includes 
Lane Allen, Chris Krause, Mur 
Kelland, Tilo Piaz, as well as behind- 
the-board man Brad Harapiak). 

To say the least, Jimmy, who 
brands the music as “folk songs with 
really loud guitars — heavy-metal 
folk rock,” is stoked about the event.

Hellishly good 


Acclaimed Ballet BC opens Alberta Ballet 
season with poignant, physical trip to Hades 





ORPHEUS 
September 17 and 18 
At the Jubilee Auditorium 
IN CLASSIC GREEK MYTH THE 
journey is a symbol of progress. 
Take in Ballet British Columbia's 
rendition of the Greek myth Orpheus 
and you'll see how far ballet is evolv- 
ing 

What makes this version of 
Orpheus stand out is how all of the 
elements of the play are vividly 
characterized and staged. 
Everything is pushed to their 
extremes, especially visuals like a 
savage three head- 
ed dog in the ballet 
that guards the 
gateway to the 
underworld, Unlike 
other recently pop- 
ularized three head- 
ed dogs, Artistic 
Director John 
Alleyne's canine isn't 
called Fluffy. And its 
very unlikely Ballet 
BC's Orpheus, will be 
described as a fluffy 
ballet. 
Cerberus, played by 








in black ankle length 
trench coats, is "like 
something straight out 
of a John Woo movie," 
explains Edmund 
Kilpatrick, the dancer 
in the role of

Orpheus, "it's very cool.” 

Cool indeed. In more traditional 
classical ballets, a story through 
mime may be understandable, but 
contemporary audiences are less 
likely identify or relate to the story. 
Kilpatrick tries to compensate for 
with Ballet BC's "very visceral ‘phys- 
icalization’ of the plot.” Under the 
direction of John Alleyne, Ballet BC 
takes on a very 21st century 
approach to telling stories through 
dance. 

For John Alleyne's second origi- 
nal, full-length ballet, the company 
picks up where it left off with Faerie 
Queen, a stylishly edgy and contem- 
porary ballet, and ventures out on a 
journey to Hell and back. "There's 
more meat, a greater emotional arc, 
and a strong vocabulary progres- 
sion," explains Kilpatrick. "While the 
plot is certainly not more complicat- 
ed in Orpheus than it was in Faerie 
Queen, it seems to me with Orpheus 

the audience has gone ona longer 
journey through the depths of a 
romantic tragedy.” 
Based on the Greek myth 
Orpheus and Eurydice, the stirring 
tale tells of a young musician 
who travels to the underworld, 
yearning for his dead wife 
Eurydice. Hades agrees to let 
Orpheus take her back to the 
upper world, but if he 
glances back at Eurydice, he 
will lose her forever. 
To all of us who 
have pursued 
love in all its 


themselves lonely and still starved, 
the story is recognizable. But experi- 
ence one performance of the dancers 
in Ballet BC —a full-bodied power 
house of dreadlocks and pierced lips 
—and it becomes clear: store 
bought, run of the mill romantic 
tragedies simply won't due. 

In Alleyne's adaptation of Orpheus 
and Eurydice, the story is recast as a 
love triangle. Eurydice is the object 
of desire for both her husband and 
Persephone, the queen of the under- 
world, who steals her away. 
"Persephone and Hades are bound 
together in Hell, not exactly the mak- 
ings of a loving marriage,” says 
Kilpatrick, "She's looking for com- 
panionship if you know what I 
mean. 

Persephone's determination to 
retain her love captive allows the 
Furies to run riot against Orpheus. 
"There's quite a scene when she 
unleashes the River Styx upon me in 
waves of rage," explains Kilpatrick. 
"The stage is literally flooded with 
rippling black fabric and I'm trapped 
in the middle drowning.” 

Armed with the gift of song and 
with the help of his protector 
Aphrodite, Orpheus convinces 
Hades of his love for Eurydice. In 
what Kilpatrick can only describe as 
a "brain fuzz" moment, Orpheus so 
desperate to keep Eurydice alive, 
seized with an agonizing doubt, 
turns back to her as he leads her up 
from the underworld. "He has her 
long enough to lose her again." 

Infuriated for their loss of 
Eurydice, Orpheus and Persephone 
launch themselves at each other in a 
duet Kilpatrick describes as "releas- 
ing the fury and angst of losing 
someone you love. We bash off each 
other and take it out on each other 
until we are absolutely exhausted.” 
In the dying light of the ballet, they 
come together, "not in sympathy for 
each other, but with a renewed hope 
to not be lost in bitterness."

WHEN ROCK STARS BECOME 
actors, the usual reaction is a cringe 
and a quick dismissal. But what 
about when it’s the other way 
around? 

“T was always an actor,” declares 
guitarist / vocalist Chris Winters, star 
of Leave it to Jane Theatre’s newest 
production, King Mackerel. In fact, his 
career as a musician with folk/ rock 
act, Captain Tractor, actually began, 
in many ways, as a result of his work 
as an actor. 

“Scott Peters, Jules Mounteer and 
myself [founding members of the 

band] did Diamond Studs back in 
1991,” he remembers. “I think that 
playing that kind of music — blue 
grassy, folk stuff —led us to Captain 
Tractor.” 

To Winters, the transition between 
performing theatre and rock was 
quite natural. “Musicians spend a lot 


of time on stage, but the difference is 
that they’ re on stage as themselves 
— or at least a heightened version of 
themselves,” he explains. 

King Mackerel is a series of tales of 
the Carolina coastline, told in song 
and story. Written by Jim Wann and 























Bland Simpson, the same pair who 
wrote Diamond Studs, it also features 
Scott Peters of Captain Tractor and 
Jason Kodie of The Almost Leather 
Band. 

According to Winters, the charac- 
ters are “just spinning yarns — 
we're fisherman guys and we like to 
tell stories. There are folky songs and 
really funny stories about fishing 
and hurricanes and crazy stuff like 
that.” 

“T can relate to their song-writ- 
ing,” he says of Wann and 
Simpson's w ork. “A lot of the songs 
we play in King Mackerel could very 
well be Captain Tractor songs, SO 
they feel very natural for me.’ 

Winters has no plans to go back to 
performing rock and roll any time 
soon. Instead he will take part in 
Theatre Network's upcoming pro- 
ductions of the rock opera Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch, for which he 
serves as music director, and in 
Greese for which he plays Johnny 
Casino. 

His days on the road, however, 
have changed his acting career for- 
ever. “I've noticed since Captain 
Tractor, every play that I’ve been in I 
havea guitar,” he says with ironic 
bewilderment. “It’s quite strange.”

REMEMBER FATAL ATTRACTION? 


The makers of Swimfan sure do — 
they cribbed the entire concept for 
their flimsy, gormless melodrama 
from the film, which starred Michael 
Douglas as an unfaithful middle- 
aged husband whose infidelity near- 
ly costs him his life and his family 
when the Other Woman turns out to 
be obsessive and psychotic. The 
image of the family’s pet rabbits 
bubbling away on the stove became 
an instant pop-cultural shorthand 
for the fury of a woman scorned. 
Swimfan, if there’s any justice, 


should stand no such chance of 
entering the popular lexicon. 
Director John Polson veers wildly 
between underlit, tedious pseudo- 
realism and jarringly obtrusive over- 
stylization in telling the story of Ben 
Cronin (Jesse Bradford), a high- 
school senior in a small town in 
Jersey for whom a one-night stand 
yields nightmarish results. One 
thing Swimfan has in common with a 
nightmare is that it doesn’t make too 
much sense. 

From its first frames, Swimfan 
takes extra pains to make sure you 
understand that, no matter what 
befalls Ben, he really did nothing 
wrong. Oh, he’s made some mis- 
takes, but that’s all behind him, and 
he’s about to ride a swimming schol- 
arship right into an Ivy League 


school. He loves his girlfriend Amy 
(Shiri Appleby), who stood by him 
through the bad times, and they're 
planning a future together after high 
school, though Ben seems a little 
leery of making any firm plans. 

Enter Madison Bell (Erika 
Christensen), the new girl at school 
who starts making with the flashy 
eyes as soon as she lays them on 
Ben. He, in tum, is at least intrigued 
by her nostril-flaring, her blonde 
tresses and the notebook full of 
hand-written cello music she “for- 
gets” in his truck when he gives her 
a friendly ride home. One thing 
leads to another, and before he 
knows it — and despite the fact that 
he clearly explains he has a girl- 
friend — Ben and Madison are get- 
tin’ it on in the school pool. No 
strings attached, she promises as she 
de-Speedos him. 

Of course, there are all kinds of 
strings attached. Fixated on Ben, 
Madison starts to insinuate herself 
into his life — calling, paging, send- 
ing lewd e-mail, showing up at his

house and terrorizing those closest 


to him ina terrifying spiral of pee- 
tampering, deceit, threats and vio- 
lence. Worse yet, Ben’s shady past 
tells against him when things start 
going wrong. If only we cared. 
Swimfan doesn’t want to be bur- 
dened by the moral complexities 
that naturally arise from the scenario 
but wants, rather, to revel in the sus- 
pense and thrills of its psychodrama 





plot. Madison is a monster with a 
spiral perm, an implacable creature 
of malice, manipulation and jealousy 
whose undoing is the product of her 
own evil deeds. 

Interesting characters might also 
have helped you forgive some of 
Swimfan's other shortcomings, like 
its tooth-grindingly dull first half. Or 
its action-packed second half, in 
which the unlikely events rush past 
your eyes so that you won't notice 
how completely implausible they 
are, Is complexity too much to 
expect from a “teen-oriented 
thriller”? Maybe. But if teens are 
sophisticated enough to have 
movies aimed at them that are predi- 


_cated on sex and violence, then 


maybe they’re sophisticated enough 
to pick up on things like subtext, 
character development, originality 
and resonance with the real world. 
In avoiding any of these qualities, 
Swimfan actually becomes what it 
ostensibly sets out to be: inconse- 
quential.

WHEN YOU MAKE A DOCUMENTARY, 
you know all too well that one man’s 
tragedy is another’s man’s opus. In 
the case of | Am Trying To Break Your 
Heart, it’s one band’s pair of 
tragedies, namely Chicago alt-rock- 
ers Wilco. They are fledgling direc- 
tor Sam Jones’ mine to exploit. 

What starts out as a simple chroni- 
cle of Jeff Tweedy, John Stirratt, 
Leroy Bach, Glen Kotche, and Jay 
Bennett recording their latest album, 
Yankee Hotel Foxtrot, ends up a dra- 
matic showdown of both art versus 
commerce, and artist versus artist. 

Shot entirely in black and white 
16mm and using hand held cameras, 
the film seemingly sets out to be an 
intimate down-to-earth look at a 
group that has steadily built up a 
loyal fanbase over several critically 
acclaimed albums but has yet to can- 
nonball into the mainstream. The big 
question is “Will this be the one?” 

As hilariously clichéd manager 
Tony Margherita explains in very 
hilariously clichéd manager terms, 
“This is the record that will take the 
band to the next level.” 

As the band explains: “We're 
going to get something great or lose 
our fucking minds.” The group then 





rehashes and agonizes over various 
mixes and levels, desperately trying 
to push boundaries without drown- 
ing in excess. Frontman Tweedy 
butts heads with guitarist and sec- 
ondary songwriter Bennet over what 
seem to be nuances, but which make 
all the difference in the group's quest 
for “sonic weight.” 

The disagreements aren’t any- 
thing to rival the explosions of say 
Joe Dick and Billy Talent in Hard 
Core Logo, so it comes as a bit of 
surprise when Bennett is pushed out

of the group. He claims Tweedy was 
“threatened” by him, which is sug- 
gested by the proceeding power 
struggles, butt never really fleshed 
out. 

Instead, =e concentrates on the 
bigger Wilco crisis that unfolds at 
roughly the same time: the label 
rejects the album and demands 
changes. The band is understand- 
ably taken aback after being given 
$85,000 and carte blanche by Reprise 
to make the album in the first place. 


If you have enough of an interest 
in Wilco to watch a film about them, 
then you know how it turns out. 
Reprise dumped the band but gave 
them ownership of the album; the 
media latched on to the story and 
crucified the label; the album was 
eventually released by Nonesuch 
Records and critics everywhere ejac- 
ulated in print over it. The satisfying 
irony is that both Reprise and 
Nonesuch are owned by Warner 
Brothers, which basically paid for 
the album twice. Strike a blow for 
the artist. 

Jones certainly does a skilled job 
of telling a dramatic story, but the 
window into the personalities and 
processes of the artists, responsible 
for what we're reminded was called 
the first great album of 2002 by 
Rolling Stone, are probably of more 
interest to the average Wilco fan. 

Watching Tweedy sing to his son, 
joke about being a rockstar, and 
throw up when he’s nervous almost 
makes up for the lack of attention 
paid to his bandmates. For example, 
the drummer is caught several times 
with an anguished look on his face, 
but rarely if ever says anything in 
the film. 

Overall there's a strong sense of 
things left unsaid. On the other 
hand, there are prophetic moments 
of too much being said. As Wilco 
creates Yankee Hotel Foxtrot under 
the conditions described as the “clos- 
est to pure collaboration,” soon-to- 
be-ousted Bennett best sums up the 
pros and cons of such a risky ven- 
ture in creative democracy when he 
remarks “There’s no reason at all not 
to destroy it.”

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Battle of the 
Veggie Burgers 


USED TO BE THAT VEGGIE BURG- 
ers were an afterthought on most 
menus, that well-intentioned but not 
particularly good-tasting sop to non- 
meat eaters appended as an after- 
thought to the real food that normal 
people eat. With the onset of more 
enlightened times, and their con- 
comitant neuroses about nutrition 
and health, came the realization that 
veggie burgers are more than a sub- 
stitute for people who can’t stomach 
the bloody red stuff — they have their 
own legitimacy as a toothsome 
entree for herbivore and omnivore 
alike. That prestige has grown as 
many restaurants have added this 
option to their roster and even fast 
food joints have gotten into the act, 
creating the illusion of concern for 
your health with “lighter alterna- 
tives” to their usual heart-clogging 
fare. 

The rise of the humble veggie 
burger’s fortune has yielded a 
panoply of variously constituted 
non-meat sandwiches, fashioned 
from various grains, legumes and 
tubers, as well as tofu and mush- 
rooms. The wee menu Vancouver's 
Sugar Refinery boasts no less than 
three veggie burgers: the standard 
grains-and-beans variety, a spicy 
tofu patty wrapped in seaweed, and 
one made from the cap of a 
Portabella mushroom. 

Here’s a roundup of some local 
favourites — not an exhaustive docu- 
ment of Edmonton's veggie burger 
scene, but a sampling of its high 


points. 

High Level Diner (10912-88 Ave): 
the first veggie burger I ever had, 
which may colour my comments 
with the rosy tint of nostalgia. The 
High Level veggie burger has a lot 
going for it, from the huge brown 
rice patty to the whole grain Bee Bell 
bun, but what puts it over the top is 
the selection of homemade condi- 
ments that comes along with it. 
We're talking beet relish, corn relish 
and garlicky homemade ketchup, 
the latter of which makes it almost 
imperative that you order fries on 
the side. No small snack, you need 
to cutitin two to heft it. And, ina 
departure from standard diner prac- 
tise, they don’t scorch you for an 
extra buck or two when you order a 
side Caesar salad. For $7.50, you 
definitely get $7.50 worth of food. 

Café Mosaics (10844-82 Ave): my 
research of this burger has been 
quite thorough — I’ve eaten dozens 
of them in the last couple of years. Is 
it the combination of yams and sage 
in the patty that reminds me of 
turkey stuffing? How could this pos- 
sibly be a bad thing? A bit smaller 
than the High Level article, Mosaics’ 
veggie burger benefits from a wide 
range of side selections: brown or 
basmati rice, chips with hummus or 
fresh salsa, fries, soup, pinto beans, 
or salad with raspberry vinaigrette. 
A good deal at around $6. 

Garage Burger Bar and Grill 
(10242-106 St.): one of those spooky, 
is-this-really-vegetarian experiences, 


the Garage’s veggie burger is an 
incredibly meat-like article. The 
patty isn’t as thick as most veggie 
burgers and there’s an appealing 
oiliness to it that helps it pass for 
flesh. You can probably persuade 
them to serve it topped with butter 
sauteed mushrooms and garlic 
along with a big heap of the best 
home-cut fries in town, to simulate 
the guilty pleasure of a real ham- 
burger meal. 

The Next Act (8224-104 St.): a 
somewhat undistinguished entry, 
the Next Act VB makes up in filling 
ness what it lacks in gustatory flair 
Avoid the bagged iceberg lettuce 
side salad and opt for the fries. You 
can add cheese, guacamole, salsa or 
mushrooms for a nominal service 
charge, which will help things som: 
what. 

Harvey's: hey, what's this corpo- 
rate veggie burger doing in amongs 
all the down home, mom ‘n pop pa 
ties? It’s the only fast food VB I've 
tried (McDonald’s and Burger King 
have them too) and is worth a men 
tion because it’s nigh indistinguish 
able from the meat side of the 
Harvey's menu board. Just like a 
Harvey’s Ultraburger, the patty is 
spongy, moist and charbroiled and 
your slightly distracted adolescent 
server will top it with onions, relish 
hot peppers, ketchup, mustard, 
mayo, lettuce, tomatoes and pickles 
if you tell him or her what you wan 
a few times. Surprisingly, a decent 
veggie burger for the money and th: 
fastest veggie burger of those listed 
here.

Ross Bradley wants you to see 
everything, mess and all. 

“There's going to be some tidying 
up to do, but Ill leave it as much a 
working studio as possible. I’m not 
going to hide everything away.” 

Not that he has anything to hide. 

“Probably what I would be more 
concerned about is exposing works 
in progress that aren’t ready for pub- 
lic viewing. Until something is at a 
finished stage, and I'm happy with 
what I want it to do, I don’t want 
people to see it. But most of the 
drawing is done quickly. I usually 
don’t tend to work that way.” 

When it comes down to it, Bradley 
has his own agenda. “I'm looking 
forward to seeing my neighbours’ 
studios.” 

Pshyk would also like to see more 
people using the resources of the 
centre, which offers classes and out- 
reach programs to the inner city as 
well as providing studio space. “It’s 
like the artist trading cards.

Female fire fighters inexplicably 
get heat from all sides 


“THE WOMEN FIREFIGHTERS IN 
New York aren’t nearly as hot,” Mr. 
NYC Firefighter Guy tells me at the 
Toronto launch of Canada’s first 
Female Firefighters Calendar. “In 
fact, we have a saying: “The NYFD: 
where the men are men and the 
women are too.” 

His buddies get a chuckle outta 
this. 

The three boys of the NYFD are 
honorary guests at the launch as 
some of the money raised from sales 
of the calendar will go toward fami- 
lies of firefighters killed on 9/11 
(proceeds will also be donated to 
Camp Bucko, a special camp for 
child burn victims). 

They seem rather pleased to be 
here. 

“We thought we were coming up 
for some commemorative thing — 
we just found out this morning what 
this was for,” says Joe, who is actual- 
ly a paramedic and not a firefighter. 
“The other guys in the unit were 
pretty jealous.” 
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“Quite frankly,” he confides, “it’s 
a relief to get away from all the 
anniversary stuff back home. We 
just want to move on. Most of us are 
still trying to recover and it’s tough 
dragging all that stuff up again.” 

Nothing like twelve sexy firefight 
er chicks to take your mind off 
things. 

While I, too, was lured by fire- 
fighting babes (ditto my guy and my 
firechick-wanna-be assistant, Karen 
— “Can we come? Can we come?!”’), 
I was also intrigued by orders from 
the Toronto Fire Chief's office to 
remove posters advertising the 
launch. Apparently, they were a lit- 
tle too “hot” even for firefighters.

duced with nary a peep from the 
head honchos. The image used for 
the poster (the calendar’s cover shot) 
simply depicts wholesome, strong- 
looking gals in white t-shirts and 
jean shorts — not even wet t-shirts, 
nor very short jean shorts — hang- 
ing out on a fire truck, ostensibly 
washing it 

This is controversial? 

“They hadn't seen the inside of 
the calendar yet,” Miss August tells 
me. “I think they expected to find us 
topless or in lingerie and they didn’t 
think that was an appropriate image 
for the profession.” 

Well, trust me, nobody’s topless 
here, and the only visible lingerie is a 
sports bra or two, coupled with fire- 
fighter gear. Very tame. To me, the 
calendar is a collection of pics of 
muscular women looking proud of 
what they do, and showing a little 
more skin than they might battling a 
blaze. Which is exactly what Shelli 
Verala, the creator of the calendar, 
wanted it to be. 

“| wanted it to be done properly 
and tastefully so it wouldn’t be 
demeaning and would present a 
positive image of these women,” she 
says. 

In fact, rather than hold a “strip 
night,” which is how they pick the 
men for male firefighter calendars, 
Verala asked female candidates to 
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submit an essay on safety — along 
with their photos, of course 

In the end, she says, each was 
smart, beautiful and well spoken 
“Out of the 30 or so applicants, it 
really came down to people's avail- 
ability and whether they could com- 
mit time to promoting it.”

some women fantasize about the 
guys,” | ask some of the gals as the 
work the room signing calendars 
for the mostly male crowd 

“1 don’t think so,” says Miss 
January. “I think women have more

“Besides,” pipes in Miss August, 
‘It's soooo hard to look hot in fire- 
fighter uniforms. They’re men’s 
pants and they alter them for us, but 
they put the darts right over your 
butt so it makes your butt look even 
bigger.”

“You have to lear a lot of dirty 
jokes,” laughs Miss August, “and not 
be offended by pictures of Sunshine 
Girls everywhere.” 

Ironic given the controversy sur- 
rounding their poster. 

We were so surprised by all that,” 
says Miss January. “I couldn’t believe 
people were saying it was lewd and 
racy. We're just proud to be firefight 
ers. We stay in good shape so we can 
do our job.
